Macon, Ga., September 16.—(Spe- 
cial.)—George Butler, of near Gris- 
woldville, is dead, and Jesse Sapp, 
of near Gordon, was dying at the 
Macon hospital tonight following a 
shooting affray at the home of Ed- 
ward Young. about five miles from 
Gordon, this afternoon at about 3:30 
o’clock ; 

According to accounts of the 
shooting given by men who were 
With the wounded man on the am- 
bulance trip to Macon, there had 
been some difficulty between But- 
ler and Sapp during the day, and 
the former shot Sapp twice through 
the abdomen, the bullets entering 
the back 

Sapp, it was said, then rushed 
upon Butler with a knife, cutting 
at him, but not inflicting serious 
wounds. 

J. J. Bloodworth, a first cousin 
of Sapp, shot Butler with a shot- 
gun, it was reported. Assistance 
was secured at once, but Butler died 
while on the way to Gordon. Blood- 
worth escaped. 

Sapp was taken in a wagon to 
Gordon and then in a motor car to 
meet the ambulance of the Macon 
hospital, which was en route to the 


scene. 

Lying in his cot at the Macon 
hospital, Sapp declared to a “re- 
porter that Butler had snapped his

Myrick. There were no bills against 
A. K. Hall, Alf Smith and A. T. 
Lisle, three of the six men taken 
into custody on the preceding day 
On warrants issued on affidavits 
sworn to by the widow of the en- 
gineer. 

An hour after the indictments were 
returned, the jury that heard the 
case of O. C. Fairfield, one of twen- 
ty-six persons charged with “inter- 
fering with employees of the A.,, 
ly. & A. railroad,’ reported a ver- 
dict of “guilty” on one count of 
the indictment.

SHIP BOARD FORGE 
DRASTICALLY GUI 


Washington, September 16.—Dras- 
tic economy cuts were announced 
here tonight by the shipping board 


as the result of its work during the 
administration of Chairman Las- 


ker,- 

Staffs have been reduced on an 
almost unprecedented scale. When 
Lasker took over his duties the 
total Washington personnel apart 
from the remainder of the United 
States and Europe numbered 8,324. 
This number has been reduced to 
6,358, Chairman Lasker announced, 
making a total reduction of 1,966 


persons and reducing the payroll 
from $18,893,796 to $12,952,690. 
The payroll now stands reduced 
by $2,941,106 which includes the 
retention of 382 officials with a 
combined salary of nearly One an 
half million dollars, 
The reductions are not confined 
Washington alone, Lasker an- 
He said that during the 
next nine days he intended to re- 
duce hig “field” staffs in New York 
and the rest of the United States 
on a Similar scale. 

European staffs will suffer even 
more heavily than those working 
in this country. Acting on a recom- 
ena nt from Emergency Fleet 
Corporation Manager J. W. Powell, 
J. H. Sheedy was elected to the post 
of European manager of the United 
States shipping board with instruc- 
tions to proceed at once to Europe 
to reduce the staffs there from 189% 
to 98— a reduction of five hundred 


per cent.

Arrives Bearing’ 


ZR-2 Victims 


Home-Coming Far Different | 
From That Expected When | 
They Left United States. 


New York, September 16.—Rest- 
ing in flag-shrouded caskets, cover- 
ed with masses of flowers and 
Suarded by armed men of a friend- 
ly, foreign nation, the bodies of 
Commander ee Sos Maxfield and 
fourteen of his’ comrades—victims 
of the ZR-2 poseaietee arrived home 
today on the British cruiser Daunt- 
less, 

It was a far Wiferent home-com- 
ing that the victims had anticipat- 
ed when they sailed several months 
ago for England to prepare and 
bring back the monster dirigible. 
the disaster to which on a triai 
flight, gent forty-two heroic men 
of two nations 


death. 

Far out at sea, the Dauntless 
met by a destroyer division of the 
Iinited States navy. Ags it neared 
port, the escort was augmented Dy 
a fleet of seaplanes, representing 
the arm of the service for which the 
victims gave their tives. As the 
funeral ship came up the harbor, 
the forts thundered a salute, church 
bells tolled. on the Brooklyn and 
Staten island shores and passing 
craft dipped the colors in reveren- 
tial salute. 

Guard of Honor. 

The Dauntless proceeded directly 
to the navy yard in Brooklyn where 
British sailors tenderly carried the 
bodies from the deck of their craft 
and 
of their former comrades in arms 
on the pier. Tonight the flag-drap- 
ed caskets were under the watchful 
eyes of a guard of honor in the 
yard chapel, where tomorrow they 
will be rendered the honor that the 
navy pays to its heroic dead. 

The fiftcen caskets, each draped 
in an American flag, were carried 
On what is Known as the after 
superstructure deck of the Daunt- 


was 


less. 

A monster gun, its muzzle.shroud- 
ed in funeral colors, stretched over 
the bodies, arranged in three rows 
on the warcraft’s deck, 

At each corner of the deck as 
the vessel was warped into its pier 
stood an armed sentry with head 
bowed and arms reversed. Kk‘orward 
of the platform was a non-commis- 
sioned officer, and aft an officer in 
full dress uniform. having a rank 
equal to that of Commander Max- 
field. Both of these officers stood 
at attcntion, with heads uncovered 
until the caskets were finally 
moved from the ship.

Crew at Attention. 


On the decks of the cruiser the 
entire crew of 400 men with the 
cxception of those on. duty were 
drawn up to attention. On the 
quarter deck was a guard of the 
royal mar.ne light intantry, stand- 
ing rigid with reversed arms. 


A silence, almost sepulchral in ef- 
fect, hung over the funeral ship 
as She proceeded up the harbor. Ex- 
cept for the barking of the guns, 
as they spoke 21 times in the usual 
salute of courtesy given by war- 
craft -entering a foreign port, the 
only noise was the swish of water 
at her bow, the occasional clanking 
of a. chain or a command, given in 
muffled tones. 

When the Dauntless was made 
fast, her commander, Captain Gil- 
bert Stephenson, and his staff, to- 
gether with the American officers | 
on board took their places near the 


ship end of the gangway. A whistle

Eight British blue jackets then 
lifted the casket containing the 
body of Commander Maxfield to their 
shoulders, and, closely followed by 
a bare-headed British officer, it was 
Slowly carried down the gangway.

The body of Commander Emory 
Coil will later be buried at sea in 
accordance with his  oft-expressed 
desire.

Final Vote Deferred. 

A final vote on the bill was de- 
ferred today until next Wednesday, 
but the committee will hold another 
session tomorrow to gather up 
loose ends. At that time, Senator 
Smoot will offer his substitute bill 


and Senator Calder, republican, New 


York, plans to introduce his pro- 
posal for a tax of $5 a barrel on 
2.75 per cent beer. 

The committee reconsidered today 
its decision to include in the bill a 
manufacturers’ tax of 2 per cent, on 
proprietary medicines, and adopted 
the house proposal to remove all 
taxes on these articles. Its proposal 
for a 4 per cent tax on cosmetics, 
preparations in 
lieu of the present stamp taxes, ef- 
fective next January 1, stands, how- 
ever. 

In order to make the taxes on 
uniform, the committee 
voted to fix the tax on finished 
fountain syrups at 7% per cent a 
Zallon, instead of 10 cents. 

House Plan Amended. 

The house plan to impose a 5 
per cent manufacturers’ tax on the 
entire wholesale selling price of a 
number of articles if sold in ex- 
cess of specified amounts was 
amended so that the tax would be 
paid only on that portion of the 
selling price in excess of fixed sums. 
The 5 per cent rate would apply as 
follows: 

Carpets selling in excess of $4 a 
square yard, rugs selling in excess 
of $6 a square yard, trunks selling 
in excess of $35 each, hand bags, 
suit cases, ete, selling in excess of 
$20 each, purses, etc., $5 each, um- 
brellas and parasols $5 each, fans 
$1 each and portable lamps and fix- 
tures $10 each. 

Under one added section a 5 per 
cent tax would be paid on the to- 
tal amount of the wholesale price 
of office furniture and fixtures of 
mahogany, rosewood or other im- 
ported cabinet woods. 

The house proposal for taxing life 
insurance companies was approved 
exoépt that they would be required 
to pay a 15 per cent tax on their 
investment inccme, effective as of 
last January 1, instead of a 12% per 
cent rate. The present taxes on 
premiums would be repealed as of 
as at present except that the high- 
er corporation income tax would be 
imposed. 

Other Revisions. 

Besides these changes, 
mittee has made these revisions 
the house bill: 

Restored the 3 per cent tax on 
toilet soaps and powders. 

Restored the 10 per cent rates on 
fur articles, motor boats and yachts, 
portable electric fans and works of 
art which the public proposed to 
cut to 5 per cent.

Child Labor Disapproved. 
“We will aiso work for the aboli- 
tion of child labor in the cotton 
mills,”” Mr. McMahon said, “and will 
demand sanitary working conditions 
for thousands of men, women and 
children, who now do not have 
them.” 
He declared that the cotton work- 
ers in North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, Georgia, Tennessee and Ala- 
bama had been affected by wage 
reductions ranging from 37% to 70 
per cent and bonuses running as 
high as 120 per cent had been wiped 
out.

PIN HANDS OF JURY 


Millen, Ga., September 16.—(Spe- 
Cilal.)\—-The case of Jesse Johnson, 
charged with the murder of Ben L. 
Lane, near here, on May 10, went 
to the jury late this afternoon aft- 
er being charged by the judge and 
hearing concluding arguments. 

Both Jesse Johnson and his broth- 
er, Tom Johnson, were arrested soon 
after the killing and on June 9 at 
a preliminary hearing kere before 
Justices of Peace Cowart, Clipton 
and Chance, Tom Johnson was freed, 
and Jesse Johnson was bound over 
to Superior court under a nominal 
bond, which he readily arranged. 

_ Karly this week the grand jury 
indicted both Tom and Jesse for 
murder and also indicted George, 
another brother, for assault and 
battery in connection with the same 
homicide. 

_ The case has caused considerable 
interest in this county because of 
the large family connections of both 
Lane and the Johnsons, and it was 
very difficult for this reason to 
get a jury in Jenkins county. 

About twenty witnesses were 
Sworn on each side. Clarence Smith, 
Who was with Ben Lane driving 
his car at the time of the homi- 
cide, was the star witness for the 
State, and about two hours were 
consumed tin all by state and de- 
fense in examining and oross-exam- 
ining him. He testified as to the 
alleged facts.

Source of Terror,

Power to Produce and Distribute 


Christian. Council Machinery for Application of Power 
Produced by Protestant Ministry. 


The following is issued by the 
committee on church co-operation: 

Your life hangs upon production 
and distribution. 

You breathe—your heart beats, 
because breath and blood have been 
and distributed to reach 
your lungs and veins. Others pro- 
ducing and distributing food and 
clothes supply you with bread, meat 
and clothing. 

Little children and mothers, mil- 
lions, die of hunger in China, India, 
Russia, Central Europe and oOur 
slums, and tomorrow famine might 
threaten yours, or any section of 
the @arth, because not yet have we 
solved. the’ problem of production 
and distribution. 

The problem is more .than one of 
breath and food and clothes. 

However great May be our store 
of wisdom, like the wasted food, 
which rots while millions starve, is 
the learning which~ fails to reaci 
the children working in Our fields 
and factories, and these little ones 


sinking in poverty’s depths, or lost 
in the teeming multitudes of dark 
lands beyond the sea. 

The problem is one of power, 
power to produce and to distribute. 

Its supreme law was voiced by 
Jesus, when He said. 

“Thou shalt love thy God with all 
thy heart—thou shalt love thy 
neighbor as thyself. Upon these 
two hang all of the law and the 
prophets.” 

People suffer because we fail to 
obey this law. If we would link 
our lives by love to the source of 
infinite power, Almighty God, and 
let our lives be used by Him, as 
channels to distribute this power to 
neighbors, wherever they may 
the problem would be solved. 


Wasted or Misused. 


The greatest tragedy is the vast 
amount of power wasted or used 
for destructive purposes, while the 
world writhes in need. 

The cost of the power used in 
firing one great gun in battle would 
sive a living wage for a year to a 
laborer and his family. The power 
used in the explosives, which spread 
death and deStruction during the 
gzreat war, if that power could be 
harnessed and put to work would 
drive all of the trains and _ ships, 
‘and run all of the factories and in- 
dustries of the world. 

Fifty vears ago Sir William 
Crook, one of the greatest of scient- 
ists, said that universal starvation 
would destroy mankind during the 
twentieth century, if a method 
could not be found to restore to the 
soil the nitrogen, which was being 
exhausted by agriculture. The 
power of electricity to gather nitro- 
zen from the atmosphere about us 
was discovered. Enough nitrogen 
to meet all of humanity’s needg for 
thousands of years has been stored 
by God in the atmosphere above 
every acre of earth, while in the 
Streams and waterfalls is limitless 
electricity. 

From the day in which God said, 
“Let there be light,” both nitrogen 
and electricity, the power, were 
waiting there to do the work and 
save men, wOmen and little chil- 
dren from famine. All needed was 
a man with vision to see the power 
and to lead others to use it. 

Power for Production. 

The tremendous latent power. in 
the churches of Atlanta was pointed 
out by Dr. W. H. Major, -president 
of the Evangelical Ministers’ asso- 
ciation, when speaking to the 
seventy-five clergymen, who met 
with the committee on church co- 
operation at lunch at the Ansley 
hotel last Monday. Dr. Major was 
speaking of the minister and the 
Christian council of Atlanta. 

“The minister of God,” he said, “is 
the seer, one, who sees and gener- 
ates power. His problem is to bring 
this power, when generated, to bear 
upon any human need. The Chris- 
tian council «urnishes the machin- 
ery through which this may be 
done. 

“The council is composed of lay- 
men and women together with the 
ministers of the various congerega- 
tions of the Protestant churches of 
Atianta. Labor men and capitalists 
in the mMembDership of the council 
offer their control and knowledge 
of money, Organization methods, 
business, industrial, civic and politi- 
cal problems for service in the ad- 
vancement of the Kingdom of God. 

“With such a force wiselv direct- 
ed, the churches confident of victory 
can face every problem that may 
rise in the city’s life. 

“Without such an organization we 


live, 


face the gravest danger. Sunday 
atter Sunday we generate power in 
the hearts of men and women. We 
stir their emotions by God’s word, 
and create in our hearers the desire 
for action, ~service. 

“Such an emotion does harm and 
not good, if it does not find an out- 
let in action. A desire to serve per- 
mitted to die unused works a deadly 
injury, leaving the one in whom the 
desire has died in 


brought to life.” 
Power for Distribution. 

The Christian council, it 
shown, offers a field of service for 
everyone in its eommissions on 
evangelism, woman’s work, civics, 
education, race relations, industrial 
relations, legislation, survey and 
comity, law enforcement and prison- 
ers. It provides the machinery for 
co-operation: amone all of the 
churches and their members in han- 
dling these great vroblems which 
no one church can handle alone. It 
does this without having authority 
to bind any church by the council's 
act without the consent and approv- 
al of the individual church, 

The foreés available for these pur- 
poses in Atlanta are the 115 churches 
with a white membership of 59,090. 
Of these churches 61, with a mem- 
bership of 39,996, are already mem- 
bers of the Christian council, hav- 
ing the committee on church co- 
operation as their executive com- 
mitteee. 

A similar organization exists 
among the ninety negro churches of 
Atlanta, with a membership of 37,- 
147, which churches also have their 
executive committee, corresponding 
to the white committee on 
co-operation. The negro committee 
works in close co-operation with 
the white committee, where prob- 
lems vital to the welfare of bota 
races are concerned. 

Action Taken. 


On the motion of Dr. 
following resolutions were 
“Whereas, the Christian counel, 
by its organization, provides the 
machinery whereby the lay forces 
of the congregations of the Protest- 
ant churches of Atlanta, under the 
leadership of the ministers of those 
churches, can express themselves 
with reference to problems common 
to all of the churches, and can bring 
to bear. upon such problems the 
united forces of those churches, and 
“Whereas, sixty-one churches are 
now in this council: be it 
“Resolved, first, That we indorse 
the Christian council and its work 
in the past, and pledge Our support 
to the counc!] in its program. 
“Second, That we urge each of 
the Protestant congregations not 
now represented to appoint or elect 
two lay delegates, who. with the 
pastor, shall be the delegates to the 
Christian council from their congre- 
gation. We further call upon the 
organized Bible classes. young peo- 
Ples’ societies, women's organiza- 
tions and Sunday schooj]ls to co- 
operate with the Christian council 
in its work.”
